finished, the final passage of the different appropriation bills for 
he next two fiscal years will be greatly expedited 
Should the 
legislature go back of these figures and give hearings 
to 
the 
heads of the various departm ents and institutions of the Sta e 
governm ent, there will be no chance to pass the money m eas­ 
u r e s during the regular session. 
There is talk here 
that 
the 
whole Question of the needs of the educational institutions will 
be opened up again early in the session and the estim ates of the 
Hoard of Control will be questioned in many instances. 
The budget carries a total ot $25,457,177 of appropriations 
recommended by the board, while the total requested by 
the 
heads of institutions and departments will reach 
$3,1,903,34.., 
which indicates that the board has cut $14,446,165. 
The total 
appropriations made for the 1920-21 biennium was $24,332,014 
which is slightly $1,600,000 less than the 
recomm endations of
